from the sky today on the 
body of Wiley Post as the 
fallen airman was accord- 
ed the tribute of his state. 


More than 15,000 persons 


at the capitol b u i l d i n g 
where .the bronze casket lay in 
state for two hours, became almost 
unmanageable as the time arrived 
for removal to a church. 
Airplanes trailing crepe stream- 


ers circled lazily, high above the 
building during the morning as 
the unnumbered multitude walk- 
ed in rapid file past the bier. 
Probably never before had there 


been a greater swarm of human- 
ity here than that which jammed 
the corridors and entrances and 
extended many blocks beyond the 
building. A dozen wom,en fainted, 
and two nurses were assigned to 
care for them. National guards- 
men managed the throng with 
difficulty. 
. At noon, while thousands still 
awaited an opportunity for a last 
look at the flier's face, the state's 
official observance began. Gover-

BRITISH CABINET 
DECIDES ON STRONG 


ACTION IN LEAGUE 


SEVERE PENALTIES WILL BE 
SOUGHT AGAINST AGGRES- 
SOR ITALIC-ETHIOPIAN ROW

LONDON, Aug. 22.—OP) 


—Informed sources dis&los- 
ed tonight that the British 
cabinet decided, in an emer- 
gency session, strongly to 
support a general joint ap- 
plication of sanctions, in- 
cluding military, naval, air, 
financial and economic, against 
the aggressor in the present Italo- 
Ethmiopian dispute if such action 
is necessary. 


The course. of action to be fin- 
ally pursued would be jointly de- 
termined in the League of Na- 
tions where it would be up to a 
vote' of the league members to 
determine what type of sanctions 
(penalties against treaty 
viola- 


tions) would be necessary. 


At the same time, these sources 


declared, the 22 members of the 
cabinet decided that the British 
government 
would 
not formally 


approach the United States on the 
dispute at the present time, but 
that it would keep in the closest 
touch with Washington 
through 


the United States embassy in Lon- 
don. 


The cabinet decided, to make 


new efforts to settle the dispute 
peacefully 
through 
diplomatic 


channels and at Geneva and joint 
action by other 
nations 
with 


Great Britain in the event of ag- 
gression will only be proposed if 
all peace efforts fail. 


At the same time, as a further 
gesture toward Italy particularly, 
the cabinet decided to maintain 
its ban against shipment of war 
munitions both to Italy and to 
Ethiopia.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—After 
a white house conference on the 
history-ma-king neutrality legisla- 
tion swept 
through 
the senate, 


prominent house members were re- 
ported today to be seeking a "com- 
promise" arms embargo law. 


Authoritative sources said this 
was designed to avoid stirring up 
ill-will abroad. Under it, it was 
said, the effective date of the po- 
tential embargo would be shifted 
ahead to some time in the future 
say Feb. 1, 1936, so as to indicate 
that the legislation was not aimed 
in particular at the Italian-Ethio- 
pian situation or any other. 


This is one of several changes to 


be sought. Others were described 
as broadening the senate's seven- 
point legislation to include a credit 
embargo against warring nations 
and modifications to maike the plan 
more "feasible." 


The senate's resolution contained 
a mandatory embargo on exports 
of arms, munitions and'implements 
of war to all beliggerents in a for- 
eign conflict in which this govern- 
ment was not involved.

legislation, marking a ma- 


jor departure in American policy 
also declares that Americans who 
travel on belligerent's vessels do 
so "at their own risk." It provide 
for licensing of munitions manu 
facture and export as' a permanent 
policy and, among other measures

thoritative Glornale D'ltalla. in a 
front page article directed at Eng- 
land, said today that sanctions 
(penalties 
against 
treaty viola- 


tions) mean war. 
Speaking of the closing of the 


Suez Canal, mentioned as a pos- 
sibility by a portion of the Brit- 
ish pi-ess, Giornale said; "Accus- 
ing Italy of violating treaties, in- 
cendiary British newspapers de- 
sire their government to he the 
first to violate treaties which it 
has signed. 


"What it Is today necessary to 
state precisely Is the most decis- 
ive and concrete point. Sanctions 
mean war." 


Glornale said that those British 


newspapers which are working 
for 
sanctions arc 
"working for 
war —• a war 
transferred 
from 


Africa 
to 
Europe 
and 
from 


Europe Into all parts of the world 
where a great nation which feels 
itself menaced wishes to defend 
itself and1 can find its actions for 
defense 
useful." 


The newspaper said this would 


bo "a decisive war. a war of 
destruction on the land and sea 
and in the skies such as must 
be that of a virile exasperated 
people which has the conscious- 
ness of right and in the face of 
history defends its right to life, 
work, and Its honor, which does 
not count for less than its bread."

Originally the bill provided for 
a 4 per cent payroll tax on em- 
ployers and a 2 per cent tax on 
workers' earnings.

56 cats from trees or tele- 
phone poles and got a pig- 
,eon out of a chimney. The 
league 
also 
placed 
510 


dogs, 141 cats, one mule, 
15 rabbits, 
three 
o'pos 


sums, one. goat, one guinea 
pig, one pigeon, three owls, 
one canary two parrots 
and one chicken. It made 
17,295 calls and cared for 
16,267 animals. It instituted 
nine court prosecutions for 
cruelty to animals and is- 
sued 2,039 warnings. 


" A number of lost pets 
•were returned to owners. 
New pets were supplied to 
persons wanting them. A 
good many dogs, cats and 
miscellaneous animals were 
permanently and painlessly 
• put to sleep because they 
were injured, sick or unde- 
sirable, or because they 
could not be placed. 


The amount of such work 


varies with the size of the 
community in which it is 
done. It is unpleasant to 
think of the evils which 
would have resulted if all 
those animals had been un- 
cared for when they got in- 
to, difficulties. The health 
and safety of human beings 
are closely related to the 
work of animal protective 
leagues. . They deal kindly 
with animals partly to pro- 
tect human beings.

argue, 
represent 


to agriculture- what import 
taxes represent to indus- 
trialists. Industrial produc- 
ers, they say, have ' long 
had government protection. 
Agricultural producers also 
have had tariffs intended 
for protection, though not 
so 
thorough-going. 
But 


tariffs on crops, it seems, 
haven't been so effective as 
tariffs 
on 
manufactured 


goods. They want a tax 
that works. The crop pro-

The consumer in the mid- 


dle can let these two groups

SAVED "MONEY. 


It is not difficult to ex- 


plain the rise of mutual sav- 
ings bank deposits to the 
highest figure since Jan. 1, 
1932. In the first place, 
these banks enjoy a great 
degree of public confidence 
again. In the second place, 
there is an increase in per- 
sonal earnings and incomes. 
Despite continued large un- 
employment and rising liv- 
ing costs^ there are * more 
people with more money to 
put into savings accounts.

TEST WORKABILITY 


ABSENTEE VOTING 


By CHARLES E. SIMONS 


AUSTIN, 
Aug. 21.—(/P)—The 


special election August 24 will 
make an opportunity to test the 
workability of the law enacted 
at-the regular session of the leg- 
islature 
to 
safeguard 
against 


frauds in absentee voting. 


There was protest against al- 


leged frauds perpetrated through 
absentee voting at some recent 
elections. It was asserted, among 
othr things, that many persons 
voted 
an 
absentee 
ballot who 


were not 
entitled to vote and 


suspicion was raised that some 
voted absentee as well as at the 
polls. Many other minor infrac- 
tions were 
alleged against ab- 


sentee voters. 


Under the new law those seek- 


ing to vote absentee must 
be 


identified and must register. The 
county 
clerk 
must post, at 
a 


conspicuous place In his 
office, 


a list of 'those voting absentee 
and to whom ballots have been 
Issued. Acknowledgement of the 
vote must be made by the voter 
before a notary public. The ap- 
plication must be sworn to and 
accompanied by a poll tax receipt. 


In event a person applies by 


mail for an absentee ballot on 
account of physical disability he 
must accompany the application 
with a physician's certificate. 


Absentee voting also will in- 


volve expense. A 24-cent fee 
charged by the county clerk to 
cover postage. 
The notary fee 


for 
acknowledgement 
Is uni- 


formly 50 cents. 
Because of the stringent regu- 


lations and the 74 cents cost of- 
ficials expect the number of ab 
sentce ballots, which in recent 
years has mounted considerably, 
will be greatly reduced in future 
elections. 
The requirement 'that absentees 


be posted in a public place is the 
one counted on by sponsors of 
the law to eliminate most of the 
irregularities. The posting must 
include 
the 
voter's name, ago 


precinct, occupation, the poll tax 
number and delivery date of the 
ballot.

river, the most 
gigantic 
water- 


cleaning 
job 
ever 
undertaken, 


were announced today 
by 
the 


Door Company, Inc. 
At the Imperial dam, near Yu- 


ma. Ariz., will be cleansed the 
water 
to be drawn 
off 
there 


through the 210-mile all-American 
canal 
to irrigate 
the Imperial 


and 
the Caochella 
valleys 
in 


!a.lifornia. 
The 
muddy 
Colorado—nearly 


one halt of one per cent silt- 
is all right for irrigation, but its 
water must be cleaned to pre- 
vent 
constant dredging in 
the 


long canal. 
The contract for building the 


washing plant was signed by the 
Door Compaay and forwarded to- 
day to the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion of the Department of Inter- 
ior. 
With it the company made 


public plans for the huge wash- 
ing machine. 
It 
will wash 80 times 
more 


water than the nest largest me- 
chanical water purification plant 
in the country, the 100 million- 
gallon-a-day works 
at 
Kansas 


City. It will clean a flow one- 
twentieth the size 
of 
Niagara 


It is planned to remove 50,000 


to 70,000 tons of silt a day, equiv- 
alent to the load of dirt carried 
hv a freight train 11 miles long- 
enough to build the 
91,000,000- 


cubio rfoot pyramid of Cheops at 
Glzcn- in 50 days. 
The 
dcsiltlng plant 
resembles 


in mechanical prinplple a battery 
of family washing machines. The 
washing will be done by great 
revolving steel arms in 
settling 


basins, six In number, each 769 
feet long and 269 feet wide, with 
an average depth of 14 feet. 
Each 
river 
tub 
will 
contain 


twelve washing arms, called clar- 
i Tiers. Each Is 72 feet long, looks 
like a small bridge, and revolves 
under (he drive of a motor on 
top of it. 
The 
clarifiers 
have 
curved 


blades on their under sides, to 
scrape the river silt, as it set- 
tles 
Into wells under the center 


of each bridpe. From the wells 
the 
sludge will be sluced back 


into the Colorado, n mixture of 2S 
per I'cnt sand and 75 per cent 
water.

grave questions for European gov- 
ernments in particular. 


Stirred into action by ominous 


war signs abroad and a filibuster 
by munitions committee members, 
the senate speedily endorsed the 
foreign relatibns committee com- 
promise resolution. 


Representing a compromise be- 
tween a more drastic program ad- 
vocated by the special munitions 
Investigating committee headed by 
Senator Mye (R-ND) and state de- 
partment attitude, the resolution 
provides: 


A mandatory embargo on ex- 
ports of arms, munitions and im- 
plements of war to all billigerents 
In a foreign conflict. 


A system of licensing munitions 
manufacture and export as a per- 
manent policy Of this government, 
along the lines of the Geneva 
arms treaty in 1925. ratified ear- 
lier In the session by the negate. 


A ban -aaginnt American ships 
carrying arms or munitions under 
embargo to any belligerent port or 
to any neutral port for reshipment 
to belligerents. 


Authority for the president to 
prohibit American citizens travel- 
ing on ships of belligerent nations, 
oxfiept at their own risk, with 90 
days .allowed for citizens to re- 
turn -home from war areas.

But if a war 
desecrates our soil, an order for 
blood must come and we are ready 
to preserve the kingdom our fath- 
ers gave us. 


"We would 
be 
untrue to our 


great past, which goes beyond Bibl- 
cal times, and we would strain our 
proud record of victories If we 
failed In our duty. 


Beady If Need Arise* 


"If Italy attempts 
to conquer 


us,1' he said earnestly, his eyes 
catching the gleam of the fire, "we 
shall repeat our victory of Adua. 
We shall ba strong because we 
must." 


Outside a curfew tolled with a 


neighboring Coptic church as dark- 
ness enveloped the emperor's moun- 
tain kingdom.
